As wo approach, theriver becomes a acene 
of the most intunse activity. Boats of every 
sort, from the warahips built eatiraly by the 
Chinese from English models, and the gayly 
decorated orafts of the mundarins to the long 
lines af boata fastoned to pats, with matted 
tonfa over them, the homes of the floating 
population for which China is so celebrated. 
Wo go plowing theaugh thesa myriad of 
strange barka, when suddenly tho Capta'n 
discovers that aoma fishermon have stretch- 
od thoir nets directly across the stream. 
Pie whistle is blown, and the men pull out 
to save thyir property, very uuaciy weeoking 
their ownlives, Bat human life is cheap in 
China, there is av much of it, while pro- 
porty isacarca. Butitia too late! Woe tear 
through the nets, vory nearly drawing the 
little boat under our ownpaddles, 

It is impossible to describa the crowded 
state of this city! Humanity swarms from 
avery possible cravica or inch of space 
Human forms spring upon you out of the 
water, ont of the air, even! We pass a 
white building, nearly sliding into the 
water, surrounded by huts on ali sides, 
which the Captain points out to us as the 
only English hotel. Thank heayon we have 
not to go there. 

At last we reach « wharf, but entirely 
concealed by a living ant-hill of men, wait- 
ing to rush on board for tho cargo, each one 


| carrying his bamboo pole, with ropes swing- 


ing at tho ends. Among the crowd which 
flows-in upon ua when we stop are two men 
in uniform, who find ua ont. One comes 
from the agent of Purcell & Co. for me, 
while snother firm has.sent his boat. for the 
Americans. We crawl through, and’ over 
the hoate of the native fleat, walk over chil- 
dren under the seata, packed away like so 
many kittens rolled opin a lump, over men 
and women asleep on mata, until we reach 
our own boat, which awiftly“bears us to the 
foreign place. How 1 a’ moment every- 
thing ia changed! Thus euddeoly leaving 
the mpat curious sight you have ever seen, 
all bustle and confusion, and finding your- 
self in three minutes’ time walking through 
a park of big trees, large houses with 
lovely gardens, and overything as quiet as a 
country village on a Sunday morniag.—
